The  Belladonna  Delphinium  does  not  grow  quite  as  tall  as  the 
popular  English  Hybrids,  but  they  produce  more  spikes  and  are 
more  graceful,  therefore,  more  useful  for  cutting.

Eximia  will  do  well  in  a  similar  position,  or  in  the  woodland 
garden,  or  in  a  shady  nook  of  the  rockery.  Plant  in  fall  or  very 
early  spring,  8  to  12  inches  apart.

They  have  ashlike  leaves  which  emit  a  delightfully 
fragrant  odor,  and  the  quaintly  formed  flowers  are  borne  in  up¬ 
right  racemes.  The  inflorescence  is  covered  with  glands  secreting 
a  resinous,  volatile  matter,  which  may  be  ignited  in  the  evening 
of  hot  days  without  any  damage  to  the  plants. 

Culture:  They  require  a  deep,  rich,  loamy  soil  and  a  sunny,  well- 
drained  border.  Not  suitable  for  heavy,  damp  soils.  Best  grown 
singly,  so  as  to  display  the  handsome  contour  and  beauty  of 
the  foliage.  Once  planted,  avoid  disturbing  the  roots.  Plant  in 
spring  or  fall,  10  to  12  inches  apart.

Beautiful  hardy  perennials  belonging  to  the  Lily  order.  For  gen¬ 
erations  great  favorites  in  all  gardens,  both  here  and  abroad.

Plant  in  fall  or  spring,  6  to  8  inches 
apart;  cover  lightly  during  winter  in  exposed  places. 

*Larpentae  Three  $1.00,  Doz.  $3.00,  100  $20.00 

One  of  the  most  desirable  border  and  rock  plants.  It  is  of  dwarf 
spreading  habit,  growing  6  to  8  inches  high,  covered  with  deep 
blue  flowers  during  late  summer  and  fall.

Planting  may  be  done  in  fall  or  spring  in  a  sunny 
border.  Set  the  plants  10  inches  apart.  Lift  and  divide  every 
3  or  4  years  or  they  will  become  crowded,  which  results  in  poor, 
small  flowers.  Never  let  the  plants  go  to  seed,  never  water  over¬ 
head,  always  keep  blooms  and  foliage  dry,  letting  hose  run  slowly 
on  the  ground.  This  method  of  watering  prevents  mildew.

A  delicate  lilac-blue;  free-flowering  variety  of  medium  height  and 
fairly  free  from  red  spider.  During  prolonged  hot  weather  the 
color  fades  to  a  very  pale  lilac;  in  light  shade,  however,  the 
coloring  is  constant.

Most  everyone  is  familiar  with  the  Butterfly  Bush.  Several  va¬ 
rieties  of  it  have  been  offered  for  a  number  of  years.  All  of  them 
had  defects  and  many  shortcomings.  In  Buddleia  Fortune  we  be¬ 
lieve  we  come  very  close  to  perfection.  The  bush  or  shrub  is  of 
very  neat  habit,  about  four  feet  high  and  four  feet  across.  It  pos¬ 
sesses  none  of  the  undesirable  wild  and  rough  growing  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  older  varieties.  The  foliage  of  Buddleia  Fortune  is 
a  deep,  leathery,  dark  green.  The  color  is  pure  lilac  with  a  bril¬ 
liant  orange  eye  in  each  tiny  flower,  thousands  of  which  make 
up  the  sprays  which  are  from  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  long. 
The  flowers  are  produced  in  super-abundance  throughout  the  en¬ 
tire  summer  and  autumn  until  stopped  by  frost.  The  flower  sprays 
instead  of  being  flat  on  one  side  as  in  the  old  varieties  are  fully 
round  and  in  bloom  from  base  to  tip  practically  at  the  same  time. 
The  blooms  of  the  older  varieties  are  faded  and  brown  at  the 
bottom  of  the  spray  before  the  tips  are  in  bloom.  To  see  one  of 
these  plants  in  bloom  is  a  sight  worth  while.  The  flowers  may  be 
cut  with  stems  2  to  3  feet  long  and  last  in  water  for  several  days, 
which  is  not  possible  with  older  kinds.  All  of  the  old  kinds  wilt 
very  quickly.  Buddleia  Fortune  is  a  grand  cut  flower  as  well  as  a 
fine  plant  for  the  flower  garden.  Strong  plants  that  will  bloom 
this  summer.
